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A greatly loved restaurateur has come out of retirement to help create an 
authentic tapas bar and restaurant in the heart of Epsom. 

. Spaniard Gio Gonzalez, 73, designed a string of restaurants during his 
working life and has now teamed up with his apprentice Mario Hazizi, 32, to 
establish El Patio. 

At the grand opening with free-flowing cava on Sunday, Gio took round plates of 
delicious paella and lamb cutlets while joking with his loyal following of guests. 

Gio, who was a professional footballer in his youth, had retired from the restaurant 
trade when Mario asked him to help start a restaurant in Derby Square. 

He said: “I thought my retirement was boring and I said yes. It was a little bit like 
starting life again. I wanted to see if I can create what I have created before and bring 
the spice and spirit of my country to Epsom.” 

The tapas bar is home to Gio’s golf trophies and photos of footballers, including 
Crystal Palace legend Geoff Thomas, who he has befriended at his restaurants. 

There are also photos of him cycling from London to Paris in aid of Thomas’ 
Leukaemia charity. He is undertaking the charity challenge for the 7th time this month. 

Looking around the restaurant on Sunday, Gio said: “I think it will be a winner in 
Epsom. If I keep giving a good service and serving good food I can’t go wrong.” 

Hundreds of guests celebrated the opening with generous helpings of Spanish food 
including whole salmons, succulent chicken skewers and large prawns. For dessert 
there were exquisite almond tarts, ice cream and fresh strawberries. 

The Mayor of Epsom, Councillor Chris Frost, cut the ribbon to officially open the 
restaurant and thanked its owners for donating £300 to his chosen charities. 

In a speech, Coun Frost said Mario joined Gio’s restaurant as a barman at the age 
of 17 and they soon became a “formidable pair” entertaining customers and serving 
good food. 

He said: “With such a good working relationship and determination to succeed and 
knowledge of what makes a restaurant stand out from the rest, Gio and Mario are 
back together again with their new venture bringing a taste of Spain to Epsom.” 

Mario, who used to run Italian restaurant II Ponte at the same location in Derby 
Square, described Gio as not only his partner, but also his idol. 

Mario said: “He wanted to retire last year, but I told him there was a big possibility 
in Epsom. I’m very confident, with him I can touch the sky.” 

Gio’s longtime wine and food supplier Vicente Herrando says: “Everything 
they have got is Spanish. They have tried to be as authentic as they can. It makes a 
difference.” 

Many of the guests became friends with Gio after visiting his other restaurants, 
which have now been sold, including Las Fuentes in Purley. 

Lydia Amanuel, who has invited Gio to her wedding, says: “He’s such a loved 
man, everybody loves Gio. The food is fantastic, he’s the best there is.” 

Another loyal customer Terry Curtis says: “If you want to go to Spain without 
leaving England, go to this man’s restaurant. The food is superb, you can’t better it.” 

John Willis, who used to eat at II Ponte, says: “This is my fifth visit in two weeks 
and this is the official opening. Everybody is so friendly it feels as though you’ve 
been here forever.”

A lifetime of memories 
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Epsom Coaches was founded by 
Herbert Richmond and Jim Reeves 
^ in 1920 and was initially known as 
Richmond and Reeves.The business 
was originally based in the town centre of 
Epsom and built up trade very quickly, providing 
not only open coaches known as “Char-a-bancs” but 
horse transport for the famous local racing industry. 

The business flourished, with what was a pioneering 
new form of transport, the “horseless carriage” and 
day trips to Brighton were particularly popular; despite 
the fact that they cost € 1.00 (a fortune in those days) 
and that it took over four hours to drive to Brighton. 

The 1930’s saw the business going from strength 
to strength, with covered saloon coaches replacing 
the rudimentary char-a-banc. Day trips and services 
to racecourses were common and increasingly, the 
private hire of coaches became the mainstay of the 
business, in addition to conveying local school children 
and workers, a tradition that has continued to this day. 
Mr Richmond’s sons, Jack and Roy, worked with him in 
the business. In 1933, the Company moved to South 
Street. At the outbreak of the 2nd World War both 
Mr Richmond’s sons were enlisted leaving their father 
to run the business alone during the wartime years. 

The war took its toll on the family, as elder son Jack 
was killed in action aged just 22 and it was not until 
1947 that Roy was demobbed and was able to join 
his father to help rebuild the business. 

Epsom Coaches has operated day trips for many 
years and in the 1950s most people went on holiday 
to South Coast resorts, for which Epsom Coaches 
provided express services on a daily basis through 
the summer months. Holiday tours were featured for 
the first time to such places as the Cotswolds and 
ultimately into mainland Europe, a pioneering concept 
in those days requiring meticulous planning. 

The 60’s were a time for expansion into other 
services including a chain of retail travel agencies. 

In 1969, the founder of the Company, Herbert 
Richmond died, aged 77, but he lived long enough to 
see the considerable expansion of the Company from 
its early years.

As a generation passed on, another became involved 
with the family business. Roy’s sons, Christopher and 
Andrew and later daughter Rosemary joined the firm. 
Roy’s wife, Doris was the company secretary for many 
years. 1971 saw the move to the Company’s present 
site on the outskirts of Epsom. 

In 1980 I joined the business, therefore celebrating 35 
years’ service in 2015. My, how the world has changed 
since then! In 1983 vehicle design took a giant leap 
forward with air-suspension and air-conditioning as 
standard features, well ahead of its time. In 1986, 
Epsom Buses was formed, to take advantage of 
the deregulation of the bus industry and with it 
the concept of'Hopper” buses was piloted by Roy 
Richmond. 

The Company had grown, but retained its family feel, 
under the direction of Andrew Richmond, as Roy 
retired from the day to day business.The Company 
continued to invest in both its bus and coach fleets 
and 2002 saw the first of a new generation of Setra 
coaches, built to the highest specification. In 2006 
Epsom Coaches Holidays opened its new departure 
lounge on the Epsom site, a unique facility, combined 
with a pick up from home service. 

In 2009 the Blenheim Road site was redeveloped 
to provide a 21 st century operating centre.The 
redevelopment was completed in June 2010 and 
opened by Roy Richmond. Sadly Roy died in January 
2011, leaving a 64 year legacy of service to the 
company and a lifetime of commitment to the 
Borough of Epsom & Ewell. His name is remembered 
in the renaming of Blenheim Road as “Roy Richmond 
Way”, in June 2011. 

In April 2012 I became Managing Director on Andrew 
Richmond's retirement, with a firm commitment for 
business as usual, retaining a unique family culture that 
encompasses our staff and clients alike. 

I am proud to lead a company that has such a fine 
heritage and look forward to celebrating our 95th 
birthday with you at our 95th Anniversary Open Day, 
you will be made very welcome.

‘Sickening’ catapult attacks on birds condemned

Children have been shooting 
wildlife at an idyllic pond with cat¬ 
apults at point-blank range in inci¬ 
dents branded “sickening” and 
“incredibly sad”. 

A man who frequents the lake 
within the grounds of Ewell Court 
House reported seeing at least four 
boys on bicycles, aged between 10 
and 15, using catapults to shoot at 
birds, ducks and geese, at 3pm and 
then 7pm last Wednesday, June 10. 

The man, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said he was shocked 
by the attacks, which he said called 
into question the borough’s repu¬ 
tation as a “civilised place”. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said a member of the public had 


made it aware of the “sickening 
events”, police have been informed 
and ranger patrols stepped up. 

The witness said: “I saw children 
killing the birds in Ewell Court 
using catapults on two occasions. 

“The birds come up to the fence 
around the pond. 

“These people were shooting 
them from about 3ft away. 

“After the first incident I went 
over the fence myself after they 
had run away. 

“I found a pigeon completely 
ripped up. I took it to the Wildlife 
Aid Foundation (WAF) where it is 
now being treated. 

“They [the children] were jump¬ 
ing across the pond into the enclo¬ 
sure. They were jumping in there 
and coming back over the fence. 
Whatever they were killing they 
were picking up. 

“It’s not normal behaviour. I 


couldn’t believe it. I shouted at 
them and they ran off.” 

A spokesman for Surrey Police 
said it had been made aware of “an 
incident in the grounds of Ewell 
Court whereby several birds are 
said to have been injured”. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
added: “We have pulled rangers 
from other necessary duties in 
order to increase patrols in the 
park. 

“One of the ducks that was re¬ 
ported as being injured was sitting 
on eggs, rangers took the decision 
to leave the bird in situ.” 

Tim Webb, spokesman for the 
Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds, said the youngsters could 
face a caution, a criminal record a 
fine and, in exceptional circum¬ 
stances, a prison sentence if 
caught. 

He said: “It’s a criminal offence, 


they are breaking the law and I 
would urge them to rethink their 
actions. 

“Nature is important for us his¬ 
torically and culturally, but in¬ 
creasingly for our emotional and 
psychological health. 

“It’s an incredibly antisocial 
act.” 

Simon Cowell, founder of WAF, 
said the incidents were “incredibly 
sad”. 

He said: “It’s very hard to control 
it. Use of air rifles and bow and ar¬ 
rows should be made illegal, but 
with catapults it’s very difficult as 
you can make one. 

“It’s about parental control to a 
degree and education - educating 
kids to have some respect for the 
environment.” 

Mr Cowell said shooting a cata¬ 
pult at short range would be 
enough to kill a small bird.

Report highlights High Down concerns

Serious concerns about staff 
shortages, the use of force, 
and the lack of opportunities 
for rehabilitation must be 
tackled at High Down prison, 
according to a newly-pub¬ 
lished report by the Chief 
Inspector of Prisons. 

The Banstead jail was in¬ 
spected by Nick Hardwick - 
a former Epsom College 
student who grew up in 
Banstead - between January 
12 to 23 this year. 

The Epsom Guardian has 
reported extensively on con¬ 
ditions inside the category B 


prison for men since friends 
and relatives of inmates con¬ 
tacted the newspaper to raise 
their concerns at the begin¬ 
ning of last year. 

Although Mr Hardwick 
found “credible plans for im¬ 
provement were being imple¬ 
mented” at the prison, he 
said many problems still 
needed addressing. 

Summarising his findings 
in the report, he said: “There 
remained a number of areas 
of serious concern at High 
Down. 

“The prison management 
was aware of most of these, 
and despite serious staff 
shortages, credible plans for 
improvement were being 
implemented. 


“We saw impressive work 
by some individual staff. 

“However, there was still a 
big job to do. 

“It is essential now that 
vacancies are filled, more 
activity places are provided 
and managers ensure greater 
consistency in the quality of 
work done across all areas of 
the prison.” 

While inmates employed at 
the prison had about nine 
hours out of their cells 
on weekdays, Mr Hardwick 
found the unemployed were 
locked in their cells for 22 
hours a day. 

Only 65 per cent of avail¬ 
able places for employment 
were being used - meaning 
200 were going wasted. 


Although Mr Hardwick 
said the prison’s Clink 
restaurant, call centre and 
recycling unit provided 
opportunities for some pris¬ 
oners to receive vocational 
training, he noted in general: 
“The quality of teaching was 
inconsistent, the planning of 
activities was poor, prison¬ 
ers’ achievements in essen¬ 
tial English and mathematics 
were too low and the short¬ 
age of places was a funda¬ 
mental weakness.” 

Staff shortages “severely 
restricted” access to physical 
education. 

Health services were 
deemed good, but staff short¬ 
ages resulted in too many ap¬ 
pointments being cancelled. 


Michael Spurr, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of the National 
Offender Management Ser¬ 
vice, said: “As the Chief In¬ 
spector has seen, staff at 
High Down are working hard 
to keep prisoners safe and 
support their rehabilitation, 
including through some in¬ 
novative and effective train¬ 
ing schemes. 

“While good progress has 
been made over the past two 
years, we recognise there is 
more to do. 

“Fifteen new prison officers 
have joined High Down since 
the inspection and we will en¬ 
sure the prison has the right 
resources and support to 
drive further improvement 
over the next 12 months.”

Mental health patients 
have been barred from a 
courtyard used to access a 
tall chimney in the wake of 
a tragic fatal fall, it has 
emerged. 

More than a year after 
Adam Withers, 20, climbed 
up and fell from the chim¬ 
ney at Epsom Hospital, 
the trust responsible for 
his care has still not re¬ 
leased findings from their 


investigation into his death. 

But Surrey and Borders 
Partnership Trust (SABP) 
released details on “pre¬ 
ventative work” taken fol¬ 
lowing his fall, which 
sparked calls for urgent ac¬ 
tion to prevent a repeat of 
the tragedy. 

The trust said the court¬ 
yard used to access the 
chimney is no longer an 
outdoor space for people on 
the ward. 

Work has also been done 
to ensure drainpipes and 
ledges cannot be climbed. 

It said new gardens have 


been created for each ward, 
adding: “These have been 
designed to improve the ex¬ 
perience of people staying 
on the wards and prevent 
them from accessing the 
roof.” 

Surrey and Borders has 
completed its internal in¬ 
vestigation into Mr With¬ 
ers’ death in consultation 
with his family and shared 
it with “all those involved” 
and NHS commissioners. 

When asked by this news¬ 
paper what the findings 
were, the trust said: "We 
are not in a position to 


share this report especially 
as it is yet to be put before a 
coroner, but we can con¬ 
firm that we have complet¬ 
ed a programme of 
preventative work follow¬ 
ing this tragic incident.” 

It added: “The learnings 
from our investigation 
have been shared across 
the organisation through 
our ongoing Lessons Lea¬ 
rned staff training pro¬ 
gramme and we are work¬ 
ing to reduce the number 
of people absconding from 
our wards.” 

Just after Mr Withers’ 


death on May 9, his friends 
launched an appeal to 
ensure all hospital premis¬ 
es are safe for all patients. 

They said: “Adam was 
very ill, having spent a 
month in hospital before 
he died. We, his many 
friends, want to prevent 
the possibility of any such 
recurrence in Adam’s 
memory. 

“As a priority, action 
must be taken to ensure pa¬ 
tients in the care of a hos¬ 
pital’s mental health unit 
are maintained in a safe 
and secure environment.”

Epsom’s station is unlikely to be 
included in Zone 6 until 2018 at the 
earliest because of the state of 
British economy according to the 
town’s MP. 

Although the Oyster card is due to 
be introduced at the market town 
terminus in September, it will not 
be included in London travel Zone 6 
with the accompanying cut in fares. 

The Epsom Guardian launched 
the Zone 6 for Epsom campaign in 
March 2012 in partnership with MP 
Chris Grayling. 

The initiative has received a huge 
amount of support from the com¬ 
munity, with thousands signing an 
online petition for the change. 

But Mr Grayling said this week he 
is not confident that Zone 6 will be 
introduced in the “next few years” - 
because of the state of the country’s 
economy and the fact that it will 
cost the train companies between 
£lm and 1.5m a year in lost fares. 

He said: “I am not confident in it 
happening in the next few years. 

“The basic problem is the cash. 
Getting Epsom into Zone 6 gives 
people a fare cut, which is a good 
thing but it’s not easy to do it in this 
financial climate. 

’’This is not going to be a quick 
process.” 

Both Southern and South West 
Trains have individual franchises 
with the Government to run 
services through the station, but Mr 
Grayling said it is South West 


Trains that makes the most money 
through fares. 

He said he intends to lobby any 
train operating companies which 
bid to run the contract to provide 
services through Epsom, to and 
from London Waterloo - the fran¬ 
chise currently held by South 
West Trains - when it comes up for 
renewal in 2018. 

Mr Grayling said: “The Depart¬ 
ment for Transport said it is happy 
to take representations as part of 


the franchise renewal for South 
West Trains. 

“It said it was quite happy to look 
at proposals from bidders as part of 
this including putting Epsom into 
Zone 6. 

“At the moment, the truth is I’m 
chipping away step by step. 

“The next thing to do would be to 
encourage companies wanting to 
bid for the franchise to put the issue 
of Zone 6 on their agendas. 

“My view is Epsom should be in 


Zone 6 and I will lobby all the differ¬ 
ent bidders to get them to put this in 
their plans.” 

When asked if he could assure 
people that there were no plans in 
the future to put Epsom into Zones 
7, 8 or 9, he said: “Yes. I’m going to 
continue to get Epsom into Zone 6.” 

A spokesman for Southern said: 
“Unfortunately we have no infor¬ 
mation on whether or not Epsom 
will become part of the London 
zonal system." 


Head-on crash 

A woman with suspected spinal injuries 
had to be cut out of her car and rushed 
to hospital after a head-on collision. 

The accident, involving two cars, hap¬ 
pened at 8.50am last Thursday in Cheam 
Road, Ewell, close to Ewell East station. 

Watch Commander Gareth Arnold, of 
Epsom fire station, said: “It was a head- 
on collision. 

“We had to cut both doors off and the 
middle pillar and secured her on to 
a stretcher through the side of the 
vehicle.” 

Mr Arnold said the woman was taken 
to St George’s Hospital, in Tooting, and 
a passenger in the other car had minor 
injuries. 

Cheam Road was closed in both direc¬ 
tions, but later reopened.

An entrepreneur who is still of¬ 
fering to buy Epsom Hospital 
was among those recognised in 
the Queen’s Birthday Honours. 

Adrian White CBE, founder of 
global water treatment and sup¬ 
ply company Biwater, has been 
knighted for services to trade 
and importing. 

In 2006, Mr White, 72, a multi¬ 
millionaire businessman who 
owns Denbies, the UK’s largest 
vineyard, in Dorking, offered to 
buy the site of Epsom Hospital, 
after the hospital trust an¬ 
nounced it was to close a quarter 
of its beds and axe 480 jobs. 

He wanted his charity, the Den¬ 
bies Hospital Trust, to buy the 
buildings for £30m and invest a 
further £80m to create an NHS 
and private centre of excellence. 

Speaking to the 


Epsom Guardian this week, Mr 
White said it was “humbling” to 
receive a knighthood. 

He said: “In my life I look for 
the way around, to be creative 
and not accept the status quo. 

“It is fun, whereas money is 
not. 

“My offer is still open for a 
charitable trust to take over 
Epsom Hospital and make it the 
best hospital in the UK.” 

Judy Baker, 67, from Ashtead, 
was made an OBE for services 
to the development of cyber 
skills. 

Mrs Baker founded Cyber Se¬ 
curity Challenge UK in 2010, 
which runs a series of national 
competitions designed to inspire 
more people to become cyber se¬ 
curity professionals. 

This year’s competition was set 
on HMS Belfast on the Thames 
and involved an improvised 
attack on the system that con¬ 
trols its guns. 

Harris Bokhari, from Epsom, 


was given an OBE for services to 
young people and interfaith 
work. 

With his sister, Mr Bokhari 
founded the Naz Legacy Founda¬ 
tion, in honour of his father 
Nawazish Bokhari, the first 
British Muslim to run a sec¬ 
ondary school in the country. 

The foundation aims to 
promote educational excellence 
and programmes spearheading 
integration. 

Peter Chapman, from Tad- 
worth, was made an MBE for 
services to St Paul’s Cathedral 
and to charity work in London.

Experts tasked with transform¬ 
ing Leatherhead have started 
consulting residents on what 
they think needs to be done. 

Mole Valley Council is working 
with Nexus Planning to develop 
a “masterplan” for a project to 
improve the town centre by ex¬ 
amining issues such as traffic, 
parking, shops, jobs, homes 
and commercial floor space 
to attract more people to 
Leatherhead. 

Staff and councillors took to 
the town centre’s new French 
market and Saturday market 
earlier this month to hand out 
leaflets and spoke to more than 
450 people about what they think 
should happen. 

The creation of the masterplan 
is expected to cost £500,000, but it 
is anticipated that the bulk of 
the funding for any redevelop¬ 
ment will come from the private 
sector. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The project is currently to de¬ 
velop the masterplan and this 
consultation is about getting the 
baseline, understanding what 
people think now. 

“Once we have that, we will 
work up probably two or

three options for transforming 
Leatherhead, taking into ac¬ 
count all the information and 
feedback we will have gathered, 
which will go back out to consul¬ 
tation later this year.” 

The council’s staff will be at 
events throughout the month to 
talk about the project, including 
Bookham village day on June 20, 
and the community planning 
weekend on June 26 and 27 in 
Leatherhead High Street. 

Councillor Howard Jones, 


executive member for town cen¬ 
tres, said: “Listening to and in¬ 
volving residents is key.

Confusion over BBQ at Derby 


As far back as I can remember I 
have been attending Epsom Derby 
Day from when it used to be held 
on the Wednesday and I get a day 
off school to attend up to this past 
Saturday. 

I have fond memories of the hill 
being full of racegoers enjoying a 
day out with friends or trying to 
win a few quid off the bookie. 

It is with a heavy heart I feel this 
years Derby had somewhat damp¬ 
ened spirits. 

Myself and friends attended and 
as usual we had two cars packed 
full of chairs, a marquee, barbe¬ 
cue, food and drink to enjoy the 
days festivities. 

Having arrived early at about 
10am and paying the increased 
price of £45 a vehicle we found out 
spot near the seventh flag 


towards the famous Tattenham 
Corner End (our favoured spot) 
and set up all our area including a 
barbecue. We were soon joined by 
two young gentlemen driving 
what I would describe as big golf 
buggies with about 30 fire extin¬ 
guishers in the back. 

We were approached by both 
who informed us that “There is 
zero tolerance to barbecues this 
year”. 

Having argued this for a minute 
or two and not having been told 
this upon entry having paid our 
£45 we were quite put out as our 
barbecue has always been a tradi¬ 
tion let alone the thought of 
Smithfield’s finest meat not being 
savoured. 

We then saw the two males drive 
about 20m to another group who 


had already lit their barbecue and 
with little discussion set upon it 
with their extinguisher like a pack 
of lions on a helpless zebra. Sever¬ 
al hours later a friend joined us 
and we relayed the disappointing 
news of the BBQ situation. Just as 
we were telling him two of the 
finest Surrey fire brigade slowly 
drove towards us. We asked them 
if this information was indeed 
correct. 

There reply lightened up my day 
no end. We were informed that: 
“No you can have the barbecue as 
long as you’re sensible.” So we did 
and delightful it was too. 

I have since found on the Jockey 
Club website that in the FAQs the 
following: 

Can I have a barbecue? They are 
strictly forbidden in all 


enclosures including the Hill due 
to their proximity to the track. 

This is part of the Epsom and 
Walton Downs Act. The bylaw 
states a person shall not, without 
the consent of the Conservators, 
“camp or light fires” on the 
Downs; it is an offence to contra¬ 
vene the bylaws. This includes 
bonfires and barbecues. 

Does this mean that next year all 
barbecues will again be dealt with 
in the same way or food stands in 
the hill that have open flames on 
their grills charging £6.50 a burg¬ 
er will not be permitted or even 
someone lighting a cigarette with 
a match or lighter will have it ex¬ 
tinguished? Who decides the defi¬ 
nition of “camp or light fires?”

Decline in mortgage advances 



Mortgage advances to people buying 
a home dived by nearly 10 per cent in 
April but there was a steep jump in 
lending to investment landlords, fig¬ 
ures showed today. 

A total of £8.2bn was advanced for 
house purchase, down from £8.9bn 
in April last year, according to the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

But the group said advances were 
broadly unchanged compared with 
March, and it expects lending levels 
to pick up coming forward. 

Anecdotal evidence suggests many 
buyers and sellers adopted a 'wait 
and see' approach in the run up to the 
General Election, leading to lower ac¬ 


tivity levels in April. 

Paul Smee of the Council of 
Mortgage LendersPaul Smee, director 
general of the CML, said: "The econo¬ 
my is recovering, with employment 
up, earnings growing, and competi¬ 
tive mortgage rates, so we expect 
activity to continue building as the 
year progresses."

Is the Epsom Property Market in crisis? 


Since the 1960’s more people have 
owned their own home than rented 
but, for many young Epsom people, 
the dream of buying their own home 
is dying...or is it? Since the turn of 
the Millennium, in Epsom (as in the 
rest of the Country) there has been a 
significant change in the proportion 
of people who own their own home 
in Epsom. In 2001, 83.4% of homes in 
Epsom were owner occupied, today 
the figure is 78.5%, a significant 
decline in such a short time. Buy 
to let landlords can find tenants 
because young people say they 
cannot afford a deposit to buy unless 
they inherit money or are given a 
loan from the Bank of Mum and Dad. 

In Epsom, only 50.41% of 25 to 34 
year olds have a mortgage. When you 
compare Epsom against the national 
average of 35.93%, it just shows how 
different parts of the country have 
different housing markets. However, 
the really interesting fact is this 
...roll the clock back to 1991and 
nationally, 67% of 25 to 34 year olds 
had a mortgage. After WW2, the 
supply of properties being built kept 
up with demand as millions of council 
homes were built (the most being 


built in 1950s, surprisingly under Tory 
Governments!). Also private house 
building increased in the 1950’s, but 
especially inthe 1960’sand 1970’sand 
as the Country got more prosperous 
it meant that by 1971, there were 
more home owners than renters. 

However, since the 1970’s, the 
population has grown, but the number 
of new properties being built hasn’t 
kept up at the same rate, the result 
is that there have been huge rises of 
property prices in the early ‘70s, the 
late 80s and more recently between 
1999 and 2004. Interestingly, since 
the early 1970’s, out of the 34 richest 
countries in the world, the UK has 
seen the highest property price rises. 

95% mortgages have been available 
to first time buyers since late 2009, 
but with property prices rising by 
275.83% since the early Spring of 
1995 in Epsom, as property prices 
have been rising and first time buyers 
have been saving, the amount they 
have to save is continually rising at 
the same time. The stress on saving 
even for that kind of deposit, coupled 
with the new stricter mortgage 
rules introduced in 2014, means 
that most 20/30 something’s in 


Epsom are renting instead of buying. 

The issue quite simply comes back 
down to a lack of new homes being 
built. In Epsom, on average only 272 
properties a year are being built 
whilst the population is rising by 804 
a year. The supply of new homes has 
been limited by planning laws, local 
councils not having the money to build 
council houses, hard hitting green 
belt limitations, and our old friend 
NIMBY’ism. With a rising population 
and net migration, especially from 
the EU, the mismatch between 
demand and supply is why we have 
the problem. Until Politian’s have 
the backbone to realise the Country 
needs a lot more decent homes 
built, the problem will just get worse. 

In the meantime, demand for rental 
property will continue to grow 
because people need a roof over 

their head at the end of the day .

Caring for yo 


As cats are now the most popular domestic 
pet in the UK, at Maven we wanted to 
design the clinic so that your cat's visit is as 
pleasant and stress-free as possible. 

We are proud to say that at the time of 
writing we are one of only four clinics in 
Surrey that have been awarded the 
Gold Standard Cat Clinic award by the 
International Cat Care Society. 

To achieve this award there are numerous 
criteria that must be met and adhered to 
and the steps we have taken include: 

• Our cat only waiting room, which means 
that your cat is away from the smells and 
sounds of dogs. Even if your cat is used to 
dogs at home, it's a different scenario when 
they are backed into a carrier with no means 
of escape from a strange dog. Flaving sepa¬ 
rate waiting rooms minimises the chances of 
this happening. 

• A separate consulting room which is re¬ 
served for cats only. A dog will never enter 
this room, hence there are no residual doggy 
smells which may upset your cat. 

• Two separate cat wards with kennels for 
both day patients and longer stay 
patients. These are calm, quiet areas with 

a dedicated nurse to look after hospitalised 
patients each day. 

• Calming pheromone diffusers that 

we use in the cat wards and consulting areas 
to further calm our patients. 


• Two sterile surgical theatres, a dedicated 
dental room and separate rooms for 
ultrasound and digital X-rays. We also 
have equipment that is designed specifically 
to be used in small patients such as cats. 

In addition, we also believe that a cat 
friendly clinic should have cat friendly staff. 

As an RCVS recognised advanced 
practitioner in cat medicine, I work closely 
with our appointed international cat care 
advocate, nurse Katie Flaysom, to continue 
to improve the clinic and train staff in all 
things cat related. 

By working closely with our vets, nurses, 
customer care team and clients, your cat's 
visit to the vets is becoming a much 
more pleasant experience.

CASE 

REPORT: 

Cleo 


Please meet Cleo. She is a beautiful eight year old tabby 
cat who came to see us earlier this month for a dental 
procedure. 

During an examination at her annual vaccination the vet 
noticed tartar building up on her teeth which was pressing 
on her gums causing gingivitis (inflammation of the gums). 
It was recommended that Cleo was booked in for a dental 
scale, polish and assessment to remove the tartar and see 
if any teeth were causing problems. 

Unlike us, dogs 
and cats will not 
sit still in the 
dental chair for 
assessment of 
their teeth, so we 
need to administer 
a general anaes¬ 
thetic to do so. This 
means the assess¬ 
ment and treat¬ 
ments happen on 
the same day 
to avoid another 
anaesthetic. Cats 
have 30 teeth in 
total so you may 
be able to see from 
the photos that 
Cleo had some 
missing already; 
this was from 
previous dental 
treatment. 

Once the tartar 
was removed all of 
her remaining teeth 
were assessed. We 
found the crown of 
one tooth (the 
portion we can see 
above the gum) 
had to be removed 
as Cleo had a 
FORL (Feline Odon- 
toclastic Resorptive 
Lesion) which is a 
dental condition 
specific to cats. This 
condition causes 
the roots and 
crowns of teeth to 
dissolve leading to 
inflammation and 
discomfort for the 
cat. If left untreated 
the teeth will dis¬ 
solve and will cause 
pain and, as with 
any inflammation, 

infection can creep in causing a tooth root abscess. 

Luckily for Cleo the offending crown was removed. 

Her remaining teeth were in good shape and, once the 
tartar was removed, were lovely and clean. 

Cats are very brave creatures and will not tell us if their 
mouth is sore, so often dental disease is only noticed in 
severe cases or if they are picked up at a routine visit. 

As well as the benefits of annual vaccinations to prevent 
disease this highlights the importance of regular health 
checks with your vet to pick up on early signs of disease. 

Cleo recovered quickly and was eating soft food within 
a couple of hours - she should be back to eating hard food 
within 14 days. The challenge now is for the owners to try 
to brush her teeth to prevent further tartar building up! 

We wish them luck!

Paul: It’s a family thing

Former England rugby inter¬ 
national Paul Hodgson is 
making an emotional return 
to Sutton & Epsom in a bid 
to keep a family connection 
alive. 

The London Irish coach 
will be on hand next season 
to offer any help he can to 
new head coach Lee Cholewa 
as Sutton attempt to improve 
on last season’s third place 
finish in London Division 
One South. 

The Hodgson family have a 
long history with the club, 
and Hodgson always said he 
would end his rugby career at 
Rugby Lane. 

The scrum-half left in 2002 
to embark on a professional 
career that took in 181 ap¬ 
pearances for Wasps, London 
Irish and Worcester. 

After ending his playing ca¬ 
reer and going into coaching 
at London Irish, Hodgson 
began to think about helping 
out his old club before a fami¬ 
ly tragedy made up his mind. 

“I played at Sutton & Epsom 
from about six to 18 years 
old,” he said. 

“My parents were heavily 
involved, as were my 
brother and sister, so it was 


a real family thing. 

“Then my professional 
career took off and after 
leaving Worcester, I was al¬ 
ways considering coming 
back to Sutton & Epsom in 
some sort of capacity. 

“But the defining thing was 
the passing of my mum and 
dad in the past 18 months. 

“My siblings don’t have that 
much connection with the 
club anymore, so I want to 
keep that going through play¬ 
ing and coaching.” 

Hodgson’s primary objec¬ 
tive lays with the London 
Irish academy, and his work 
as a coach with Sutton & 
Epsom next season will be 
played by ear. 

However, the 33-year-old 
has not ruled out pulling on 
his boots again and mucking 
in on game day. 

“We need to see how that 
first part of the season works 
out, whether I can commit to 
a few games and see how it 
unfolds,” he said. 

“But my priority is with 
London Irish and my new 
coaching career.” 

He added: “My coaching 
philosophy is a mix of 
problem solving and talent 
development. 

“I am a firm believer that if 
the individuals get better 
then the team gets better. I 
will help as many people as I 


can to improve their game. 

“They have done a fantastic 
job and they have an amazing 
culture - I can sense that 
through watching them play 
and train.” 

Hodgson is testament to the 
possibilities open to the 
younger players at Sutton & 
Epsom, having pulled on the 
white shirt of England on 
nine occasions, making his 
debut in the 2008 Five Na¬ 
tions against Ireland at 
Twickenham. 

He said: “I would never 
have had a pro career of 14 
years without Sutton & 
Epsom. There are so many 
coaches, including my 
dad, who have helped me 


from U6 to U18s. 

“I have always recognised 
how fortunate I am to have 
the career I have and playing 
the game I love playing, it’s 
about giving back and trying 
to inspire the minis and ju¬ 
niors. 

“And who is to say they 
cannot make a profession out 
of the game?” 

He added: “The amount of 
players in the match day 
squad in their late teens who 
have come through the club 
is incredible. 

“If you talk about identity 
and culture as a prerequisite 
for success, then they have 
that, and I can consider my¬ 
self one of them.”
